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1. Developmental Teete - 7ind tunnel tests have been run in the
five-foot tunnel at Wright Field and in the Free Flight Tunnel et NAZA,
langley Field. Free-flight rocket-provelled model teete ere now in pro-
grees at FACA, lengley Field. Teets of the firet groun of four Fughes
d7%=3'e¢ have been teeted at Yendover Field, Utah. The firet JB-3 teet
failed bacause of premature ovneration of the camere rescue narschute,

The second JR2-3 flew anproximately a etraight line controlled flight into
the ground. The third .13=2 tumbled before the motor fired. The fourth
had one or two e2conde of coantrolled flight after the sccelerating racket
falled to operate. The fifth JR-3 nscillated vinlently nn ite mount before
relesse, rolled immediately after release and the rucket mnotor uploded
sfter 15 ssconds of flight. The sixth JB=3 flew in a8 steady 12° dive for
ita entire flight exhibiting fairly good stability. The eeventh J3-3
developed a pre-launching oscillation and tumbled upon release. Ite rocket
motor exploded after 4 eeconde. Roth the oecilation experienced before
launching end the rocket motor feiluree are expected to be eliminated in the
near future., Flight data indicates that control rates in roll and pitech
ehould be decressed. Sufficient teste have not been made to obtain per-
formance data.
